Crop Prospects For 1950 


AS SPRING APPROACHES attention is once more tuyned to the crop 
prospects for the coming season. Many unpredictable factors determine 
the success or failure of any crop and the farmer can never be assured in 
advance as to the results of his year’s work. The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, however, recently issued a report on some of those factors 
which will affect the 1950 wheat crop. According to the Bureau there is 
No reason at present to expect that there will be any great change in the 
amount of acreage from that of last year, when 27,000,000 acres of wheat 
were sown. This prediction was made early in the year and it was pointed 
out that “extremes in the supply of soil moisture in the spring or a change 
in the price outlook by seeding time may alter the picture considerably.” 

s * * s s 

Marketing prospects for the coming season’s crop 
Less Needed were reviewed by the Bureau and a decline in the 
world demand for wheat in 1950 was predicted, This 
From Canada expected decline was attributed to the fact that 
many importing countries are now increasing production and will have less 
need for wheat from Canada. It is also expected that some countries which 
in the past have been able to export only small amounts will have more 
wheat to sell abroad this year, further adding to the supply on the world 
market, Crop prospects in all wheat growing countries are considered to 
be good for the coming year, with large harvests forecast in Argentina 
and Australia, and the United States expecting to have a substantial ex- 
portable surplus. 


The expected decline in the world market will 
Decline Will cause concern in those countries, including Can- 

ada, which have large surpluses of wheat to ex- 
c ause Concern port. This situation once more brings to mind 
the fact that there is need for all the wheat which can be produced if 
people everywhere are to be adequately fed. Unfortunately economic fac- 
tors prevent many who need wheat and other food from buying it, and 
countries with surpluses cannot afford to give it away. Sir John Boyd 
Orr, world famous agricultural scientist and winner of the Nobel Peace 
Prize has long advocated some plan whereby these difficulties could be 
overcome, and Canada has also favored such a move. It would seem that, 
for many reasons, efforts should be made to work out some solution to the 
situation which affects those countries where there is need of food, and 
those which will soon be faced with, the serious problem of dwindling de- 
mand for their surplus production,

Prairie Retail 
Business Shows 
Big Increase 


OTTAWA. — Canada’s retail 
merchants did the biggest busi- 
ness in history last year. Their 
total sales were $7,695,340,000, 
six per cent. higher than in 
1948, the bureau of statistics re- 
ported. 

Sales were higher in all provinces 
—and in all but four of the 20 dif- 
ferent trades surveyed, i 

Those four trades showed only 
moderate declines and ‘represented 
no real diminution from the previous 
year's level,” the bureau said. 

Retail sales in 1948 were $7,267,- 
720,000. 


Geographically, the biggest sales 
increase was in the prairie provinces, 
Saskatchewan sales were 12.4 per 
cent, higher, Alberta 12 per cent. and 
Manitoba 10.5 per cent, } 

The bureau attributed this to high- 
er cash farm income on the prairies 
and the growing Alberta oil develop- 
ments, 

Elsewhere increases were lower. 
Ontario sales were up 5.4 per cent., 
British Columbia five per cent., Que- 
bec 2.9 per cent. and the Maritime 
provinces 2,1 per cent. Newfound- 
land, the Yukon and Northwest Ter- 
ritories were not included, 

The four trades with lower sales 
were men’s clothing, down 1.4 per 
cent.; family clothing, down 2.2 per 
cent.; country general stores, down 
.05 per cent., and coal and wood, 
down 2.6 per cent,

Growing Faster 
Than United States 


EDMONTON.—Canada is expand- 
ing one-third faster than the United 
States, and is just reaching the peak 
of industrial development passed by 
the U.S. half a century ago, John 
Fisher, commentator for the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation, said.

Many Canadians 
Too Fat, Claims 
Health League 


OTTAWA.—<About one-sixth of the 
people of Canada are too fat. 

That's the considered opinion of 
the Health League of Canada, an 
organization which devotes much of 
its time to telling Canadians what 
they should eat and how much, 

The league said that about 2,284,- 
000 Canadians were overweight be- 
cause they ate too much, These Can- 
adians were guilty of stuffing them- 
selves and eating the wrong kind of 
food, the league said. 

Overweight was harmful because 
it sped the onset of: degenerative dis- 
eases like diabetes and high blood 
pressure, officials of the league warn-

May Be Evolved 
By Research 


Scientists are going to be asked to 


find out what makes some potatoes | tj 


turn dark after they are cooked, 

The Canadian Horticultural Coun- 
cil adopted a resolution to get scien- 
tific research workers in Government 
experimental stations, schools and 
colleges across the country working 
on the problem. 

Potato growers, seeking adoption 
of the resolution, said a great deal 
of research was needed ‘to improve 
the cooking quality of the Canadian 
potato. 

Cells of some potatoes appeared 
too tender for the cooking, pot, 
breaking down and causing the po- 
tato to change to a brownish color, 

The research workers will be ask- 
ed to study the effects of soil on 
growth and the amounts of fertiliz- 
ers, such as potash and phosphate, 
which should be used to bring forth 
a better potato.
